BELFAST (Ireland) Sept. 27.—-The

The flag was greet- 
ed by frenzied cheering. 

No new pronouncement of Unionist 
policy was made at the meeting. The 
Ulster watchword is “We will not 
have home rule,” but none of the 
various speakers nor letters of the in- 
fluential Unionist leaders which were 
read attempted to rev the plan of 
resistence, if such a plan exists, should 
King George sign the home rule 
measure. 

In comparison with the demonstra- 
tions held elsewhere this week, the 
absence of talk of armed resistance 
was noticeable. Also, there was less 
display of military spirit today in Bel- 
fast. 

The day, however, gave a remark- 
able indication of Ulster’s determina- 
tion not to accept home rule, ex- 
pressed in an orderly and enthustas- 
tic manner, which can hardly fail to 
provide the government With food for 
serious refiection.

HE GERMAN BOYOOTT. 

In attempting to instigate a national 
boycott of German products in England, 
the British newspapers am using up futile 
enthusiasm. Anyone who has lived in Eng 
land for any length of time will appreciate 
the utter impossibility of awakening the 
average Britisher to the fact that his weap 
on as a buyer is far more effectual than his 
dreadnoughts could ever be, and that his 
rapidly-diminishing importance as a manw- 
facturer is his greatest weakness. 

The average Britisher's attitude towards 
foreign products is that the several coun- 
tries exist chiefly for the purpose of sup 
plying Great Britain's needs and that free 
trade is a good and glorious fiscal system 
because it enables everyone to buy all sorts 
of mteresting foreign products at cheap 
prices. That is the concrete ‘wall against 
which the Tariff Reform party has to make 
ites fight. You cannot convince the average 
Britisher that it is useless to buy cheap 
while you are unable to earn the where- 
withal to pay. 

To ask the Britisher, therefore, to make 
a concerted effort in a national boycott of 
German products as a reprisal to Germany 
for plotting against England's security and 
power is to ask him to cut off his nose to 


spite his fuce, or to reward an evil<ioer by } 


giving him a holiday. 

The British press is loud in {ts denuncia- 
tion of Germany, and war is openly advo- 
cated in several journals, while others are 
no less keen in seizing upon every smal! 
item of news or evidence that can possibly 
make for ill feeling between the two coun- 
tries. But the mass of English people are 
in no wise moved by these antics, for their 
innate self-complacency assures them that 
neither Germany nor any other country 
could ever get past their inimitable fleet. 
' Indeed, their amiable self-sufficiency, their 
comfortable toleration are the most exas- 
perating things about them, and should an 
Anglo-German conflict ever really come to 
pass the shock to the average Britisher 
will be absolutely stunning. 

A RAILROAD TO PATAGONIA. 

An all-rail trip from Alaska and from 
Montreal to Patagonia or at least from 
Vancouver and from Montreal to Buenos 
Ayres and thence across the Andes to 
Chilean and Peruvian ports is among the 
possibilities of the not very remote future. 
Rail connection already exists far into 
Southern Mexico and has been only slightly 
impaired by the depredations of the ineur- 
rectos. A line now being constructed in 
Guatemala will be in connection with the 
National Railways of Mexico at Ayutila by 
May next. 

“In the meantime,” says the Boston Mon- 
tte, “American and Buropean oapital is 
largely engaged in elaborating and coor 
inating the Central American railway sys 
tem. The International Railways of Cen- 
tral America, a newly-organized corpora- 
tion, is the-vehicle through which it is pro 
posed that this shall be accomplished. Be 
hind it are the men and interests behind 
the United Fruit Company. These are not 
moved by either Utopian or sentimental! 
views. Their principal purpose is to de 
velop the possibilities of local traffic in 
the Central American republics and to get 
their produce to the sea and to the mar 
kets of the world. In carrying out this 
design, however, they cannot avoid, even 
if they should wish to do so, advancing the 
larger if seemingly more sentimental proj 
ect of uniting the three Americas with 
bands of steel. Minor ©. Keith, president 
of the International Rallways, is also vice 
president of the United Fruit Company, 
and while his eye is directed keenly toward 
trade development, he can nevertheless see 
the possibility of travel by an all-rai] line 
within a very few years between New York 
and Colon, the Atlantic éntrance to the 
Panama Canal, through Mexico, Guatemala, 
Salvador, Honduras, Nicaragua, Costa Rica 
and Panama. 

“The International Rallways of Central 
America corporation is already in posses 
sion of 534 miles of railroad in Salvador 
and Guatemala. The total mileage of. rail- 
ways in these republics will be about 800. 
All of this, it is expected, will be acquired, 
and to it will be added new mileage suffi- 
cient altogether to establish connection with 
the railroads of Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
The construction of about 400 miles of new 
road will them Dring the raflroad systems 
of Mexico, the United States and Canada 
into rail connection with the Panama 
Canal.” 

There are already a number of lines of 
railroad bullt in South America needing only 
the construction of connections to unite the 
Panama Cana) with Rio Janeiro and Buenos 
Ayres, arid there is now a road across the 
Andes connecting these cities with ports 
in Chile and Peru.

communication between the North Amer-| 
ican nations and Central and South Amer- 
ica. The interests and the men of “big, 
business” who are putting thelr “predatory 
wealth” and “loathsome capital” into these 
projects believe that it wil have the effect 
of drawing the Central Americaa and South 
American republics closer together and in 
eliminating revolutionary tendencies. “It 
should create for them a wider and more. 
profitable industrial outlook, broaden thetr 
horizon and lift them out of the pent-up 
environment and the Introspection that are 
breeders and promoters of unrest.” 


IRGINTIA’S CLAIM, 

Senator Martin of Virginia claims that 
the United States owes Virginia $125,000 
with over 100 years’ interest for money 
loaned by the Old Dominion to Uncle Sam 
to assist your uncle to erect the Capitol 
buildings at Waehington. 

“The Legislature of Virginia,” says Sen- 
ator Martin, “has donated that money 
(which at 6 per cent. per annum compound- 
ing would now amount to $64,000,000) to 
the United States to build a good wagon 
road to Ariington. Notwithstanding this 
generous gift, the United States will not 
pay, and the road to Arlington is a mud 
trail.” 

The House passed the good-roads bill 
limiting the width of all roads to nine feet. 
Senator McCumber avers that, when two 
teams going in opposite directions meet on 
such a road, both teams would be compelled 
to run one side of the vehicle into the ad- 
jacent mud, or else one teamster would be 
compelled to coax or bribe or menace the 
other to get off the nine feet altogether. 

There are three places where a millon- 
aire and a pauper are equal before the 
law—the postoffice, the barber shop and a 
country road. If John P. Morgan should 
attempt to crowd in ahead of Weary Wal- 
ker at the postoffice he would know what 
it is to be shoved away. If he should essay 
a similar assault of predatory wealth wpon 
the rights of honest labor at the barber 
shop the man of lather would say to him, 
“You may be a multi-millionaire, but you 
are not ‘next.’” If his auto should confront 
a garbage wagon and did not get out of the 
way it would soon have a busted tire. 

It was @ consideration of these facts that 
lea the Senate to change the House bill by 
amending it so as to make the good roads 
twelve feet wide instead of nine feet. 


REAMS OF SOCIALISM. 

Debs says that “the Socialist party’s 
mission is not only to destroy capitalist 
despotism, but to establish industrial and 
social democracy.” That Debs is € dream- 
er goes without saying. That he is a dream- 
er whose dream is adopted as something 
possible of fulfillment by a million or more 
workers in the United States, and by sev- 
eral millions in Europe, is unfortunately 
true. The fact that the success of Social- 
iste in capturing the local government in a 
few places-—-Milwaukee especially — has 
been followed by increased taxation, by 
doubling the number of employees in the 
public service, and by no benefit whatever 
to the workers, seems not to have had any 
effect whatever upon the Socialist move 
ment, even in the places which have been 
given object lessons of the disastrous prac- 
tical workings of socialism. 

Inaccuracy of statement, imperfect defi- 
nition and incoherency of plan are accom- 
paniments of socialism. What does Debs 
mean, for instance, when he appeals to 
workers to “strike an effective blow for 
socialism”? How could such a blow be 
struck by voting for him or even by electing 
him, if that were possible? 

One of the phrases of socialism is that 
the “cooperative commonwealth” should 
own “the machinery of production.” It is 
meant by this that the cooperative com- 
monwealth should own the farms on which 
food is produced, the buildings in which 
manufacturing {s conducted, the machinery 
used in manufacturing, and the money nec: 
essary to market and distribute the goods 

The cooperative commonwealth, in order 
“to own these things, must be rich enough 
to purchase them or strong enough and dis- 
honest enough to seize and confiscate them. 
If government itself should provide the 
capital to procure them, as some Socialists 
suggest, then government, whether local or 
national, would take the place now held by 
private capital, and in order to protect it 


| salt from bankruptcy would be compelted | 


to see that the enterprises to which its 
money was loaned were so conducted as to 
pay interest on the loans. It ‘would be ab 
svlutely impossible to create and maintain 
either a national or a State co-operative 
commonwealth. The commonwWealths would 
necessarily be local and necessarily com- 
petitive. A manufacturing establishment 
in Los Angeles run on fuel oil. at $1.50 per 
ton could make goods cheaper-:than a manv- 
facturing establishment in San Francisco 
run on coal at $7 per ton. The cost of 
fuel, the cost of light, the cost of food, the 
cost of rent in different localities would 
necessarily make a difference in the cost 
of the articles produced, and a difference 
in the compensation of the workers who 
produced them. 

It would be difficult for local governments 
to procure the capital with which to ald co 
operative commonvwealths. Let any State 
place Socialists in its legislative, executive 
and judicial offices and capital would flee 
from that State as from “the pestilence 
that walketh at noonday.” 

What use has Los Angeles for socialism? 
Nowhere is work more abundant or are work- 
men better paid. Skilled labor in the build- 
ing trades commands $4 to $5 a day. No 
man needs to be idle who is really willing 
and able to work. Those who are preach- 
ing socialism in this city are doing mis 
chievous work that can end—f it have any 
effect at all—io driving away capital, driv- 
ing men from their jobs and inflicting ir.’ 
remediable disaster on beth laborer and 
capitalist.

MEXICAN REBEIS ASSISTED BY

Latest Disclosures Show Most Ont- 
side Help Was Forthcoming from 
Cities Closer to Border—Senate

AR MUNITIONS 
SECURED HERE. 


With the testimony of local deal- 
ers in munitions of war, to the 
effect that seventy-two rifies and 50,- 
000 rounds of ammunition constituted 
the total of al! shipments of this char- 
acter from Los Angeles to the Mex!i- 
can border during the present revolu- 
tion in the Latin republic, the Sen- 
ate Committee investigation in this 
city virtually closed last night. Sen- 
ator Fall leaves for El Paso this 
morning, wh%e Senator Smith will re- 
main a few days to visit with his 
father in Santa Ana. Should any per- 
son desire to divulge information of 
value to the committee that privilege 
will not be dented him, but so far 
as the active work of looking for 
witnesses here is concerned, the hear- 
ings have closed. One witness remains 
to be questioned this morning, but he 
has already said that he knows noth- 
ing of interest to the committee. 
With reference to the two ship- 
ments made from Los Angeles—one of 
forty-two rifies and 30,000 rounds of 
ammunition, and the other of thirty 
rifies and 20,000 rounds of ammuntl- 
tion—the members of the committee 
agree that they were regular and 
legitimate so far as the evidence has 
disclosed. The goods were sold and 
shipped to commission merchants 
near the border of Mexico and the 
Tinited States and with the payment 
and the delivery, the responsibilities 
of the local merchants ended. That 
the firearms and ammunition eventu- 
ally were taken across the border to 
play their part in the revolution now 
in progress appears highly probable. 
“The investigation has disclosed 
rather a complex situation,” Sena- 
tor Smith said yesterday. “There is 
no doubt that the revolutionists have 
received outside assistance. Just how 
much I am not in a position to make 
public, but it will appear in the re- 
port to be submitted to the Senate. 
One thing may be said, however, and 
that ts that the number of Ameri- 
cans participating in one way and an- 
other in the Madero rebellion exceed- 
ed the number taking part in the 
present revolution. 

“The hearings at Los Angeles have 
shown that the aesistance from this 
city does not compare with that from 
other pointa For instance, we learned 
that two firms alone sent out from 
Mi Paso and Douglas, 190,000,000 
rounds of ammunition to be used in 
the rebel cause.”

OCARRARA MARBLE. 


The Finest Quality Is Not So Gen- 
erously Found As It Was Years 
Ago, and Ecites Some Apprehension. 
{Indianapolis News:) The Apuan 
Alps are commonly supposed to be 
almost entirely composed of marble, 
but this idea is erroneous. The Car- 
rara Mountains, as they are perhaps 
more generally known, contain mar- 
ble deposits at various points for a 
distance of many miles on the River 
Magra, toward LIacoca.

great improvement over the original 
method of quarrying until blasting 
powder was invented and used. This 
wasteful process, by which hundreds 
of tons are displaced at one time, is 
still in use to a great extent, although 
it is being rapidly replaced, wherever 
possible, by the endless, spiral 
grooved wire, which is usually about 
500 meters (1640 feet) long, working 
tightly stretched over a system of 
pulleys attached to standards, two 
of which, fitted with automatic pres- 
sure screws, are placed on either side 
of the section to be cut. Hard sand, 
brought especially for the purpose 
from near Viareggio, is mixed with 
water and allowed to flow tn a steady 
stream under the rapidly-moving 
wire. This produces a clean cut. The 
500-meter wire working at full 
capacity will cut a surface of ap- 
proximately 700 square feet in 48 
hours and consumes in that time nine 
metric tons of sand. Electric power 
. generally employed in the quar 
es. 
There are at present 12,000 men 
and boys employed tn the Carrara 
marble industry. The wages of quar- 
rymen run from 45 cents to $1.98 a 
day. The best mill workmen get 
$2.31 a day. Roys get from 19 to 88 
cents a day. During 1910 the entire 
industry turned out 146,601 tons in 
rough blocks, 153,776 tons of sawed 
marble and 20.499 tons otherwise 
worked. The United States tn 1911 / 
took 58,563 tons of Carrara marble, 
19,000 or 20,060 tons more than any 
other single country. Carrara marble 
is very expensive. Some grades are 
used for statuary, being pure white. 
Others are colored and are even 
more expensive.

GOLDEN TEXT, John vi. 6: ‘The words 
that I have spoken unto you @re apirit, 
and are life.” 

The choice of the Golden Text di- 
rects our attention to the sayings of 
Jesus recorded in the process of the 
lessons of the quarter. These words 
constitute our Lord's own declaration 
concerning these sayings; and let us 
remember that His reference here was 
to the scattered sayings rather than 
to the whole truth or word of His 
ministry. He claimed that these say- 
ings are epirit and are life; that is, 
that they constitute that breath of 
God which is life-giving, and become 
life iteelf in realization. This claim 
is Nlustrated, moreover, in the lessons 
which wé have taken. Let us briefly 
review them from that standpoint. 

In our first lesson we had the Frec- 
ord of His words in the presence of 
unbelief. They were words of solemn 
warning to the Pharisees, and of re- 
markable encouragement to those 
who were doing the will of God. They 
were spirit and life in their appeal 
to the conscience, and in their in- 
spiration of confidence. 

The next four of our lessons con- 
tained the words of Jesus concerning 
the Kingdom of God in its process 
through the age between His first 
and second advents. They are reveal- 
ing words, saving us from any mis- 
conception as to the victories to be 
won, or as to our responsibility. Care- 
fully pondered, they constitute spirit 
and life, in order to intelligently co- 
operate with Him in the interest of 
His kingdom, until] His return. 

In the sixth lesson we heard the 
word of Jesus as He created peace 
upon the sea, rebuked the disciples 
for their lack of faith, commanded the 
demons to depart from the man and 
commanded the man to bear witness 
to the blessings he had received. 
These were words of spirit and life, 
-quickening the faith of His own, and 
sustaining it as they produced results 
of power which were so remarkably 
apparent. 

In the seventh lesson we heard the 
words He uttered to the woman on 
the way to the house of Jairus, to Jai- 
rus himself, and to the child; and we 
saw how immediately and superia- 
tively they were words of spirit and 


life; as resulting from them we saw 
the troubled woman filled with joy, 
the afflicted parents led back into the 
piace of peace and the child that had 
been dead. alive. and In full posses- 
sion of all her powers. 

In our eighth lesson we followed. 
Him to Nagareth and listened to the 
solemn and gracious words that feil 
from His lips, words constituting an 
evangel as He read from the prophecy 
of Isaiah, and of warning as He spoke 
to these people of their rejection of 
Himself; words of spirit and life in- 
deed, full of hope, and yet full of re- 
buke. 

It is more than significant that in 
our ninth lesson we have absolutely 
no record of any word of Jesus. That 
story was the story of Herod, and 
there is no more appalling fact in 
these gospel records than that Herod 
le the one man to whom Jesus had 
nothing to say. Let the suggestiveness 
be solemnly considered. 

in our tenth lesson we find His 
great words of commisston, in very 
deed words of spirit and of life, in- 
spiring to prayer and service, and, in 
the measure fn ich they are under- 
stood and oberéd, constituting the 
very life and power of such service. 

In our eleventh leason we heard 
His words of judgment and mercy, 
words indeed of spirit and df life, 
quickening the conecience and en- 
couraging faith: and, above all, prom- 
ising that rest which the distressed 
and burdened heart of man so sorely 
eeds. 


In our final lesson we listened to 
words pre-eminently practical, charg- 
ing His disciples to feed the hungry, 
and inquiring as to their resources; 
words again of spirit and life, silenc- 
ing the difficulties of His own, and, as 
they obeyed, becoming the  instru- 
ments of power in the life of the mul- 
titudes. 

Of course all this is a very rapid 
and incomplete survey of the quarter's 
lessons from thig standpoint. It is of 
great value if it only helps us to 
see that He has sayings for all ctr- 
cumstances and conditions, and they 


are alwave sayings of spirit and life, 
which pass like the wind of God, and 
communicate vitality. The results of 
His sayings depend entirely upon the 
response which men make to them.

“Missionary Boldness,” Acts 4:13, 

23-31. 

A new novel, that gives promise of 
being one of the’ season's best-selling 
books, is called “The Goodly Fellow- 
ship,”’ and the plot is laid in a remote 
mission station in Persia. The story 
has plenty of spice and adventure, 
and a high-spirited character who 
disdainge danger. After all, though, 
the reader feels, as he lays down the 
book, that the real hero is the wife of 
the murdered missionary, who quietly, 
and without hysteria or herotos, con- 
tinues her work; forgiving freely her 
husband's slayers. The quality of 
resignation and endurance ig higher 
courage than the epirit of adventure. 
This ie the boldness for which mis- 
sionaries are most truly to be hon- 
ored, rather than for the cocasionail 
acute hardships or perils which they 
experience. It is nobly brave to be 
able to exhibit the character of the 
Master in an unchristian environment. 

Having met more than a thousand 
missionaries on their fields, I can yet 
say that I have only known one who 
exhibited any trace of cowardice, and 
he was safe and enug in a port city 
of China. Of instances of real hero- 
ism almost without number, I have 
personal knowledge. It fs a pleasure 
to teetify that, as a class, missionaries 
are not deficient in that elemental! 
quality of manhood known as cour- 


age. 
One of the most interesting and 
invigorating of topical Bible studies 
~——an experience that will put fron 
into the blood of any Christian—ds to 
follow the word “boldness” and its 
derivatives through the Book of the 
Acts. The American Revision brings 
the subject out most clearly, and 
makes it appear that this record of 
the apostolic church is a book of 
boldness. The first recorder prayer of 
the Christian church is a prayer for 
boldness, and its answer came straight 
way. The first and iast chronicled 
characteristic of Paul's preaching was 
boldness. It was when men “be- 
held the boldness” of Peter and John 
that “they took knowledge of them, 
that they had been with Jesus.” This 
word boldness literally means “free 
utterance.” It is courag® in bearing 
witness. The truth is one for testi- 
fiers: the disciples who are not afrald 
to speak for their Master are the 
ones who have power in the world.

China, ere these words are read. He 
is leaving behind him in America his 
wife and children, for the sake of the 
children’s education. Now he faces 
at least a year of loneliness in the 
interior of China, far from those to 
whom hie life is bound by etrongest 
cords. As We walked through the 
groves cf a summer assembly, the 
women on the plazza reading novels 
were absorbed tn fiction lese romantic 
than this man’s life. His was the 
great choice between love and duty: 
and, like a host of other missionaries, 
he unquestionably made choice of 
duty. As Christ's sent man, he was 
weady to forsake al! and follow Him. 


Sometimes the uninformed pity 
miasionaries' they forget that these 
men and wdémen have compensations 
far beyond the ken of the comfort- 
able stay-at-homesa. Nearly every 
missionary on furlough finds that he 
must withdraw within himself, shar- 
ing oniy a part of his work, and the 
petty, pictorial part at that, with hie 
home folks. They cannot understand 
his wider interests. They know little 
of his great international, social, 
racial and economic problems which 
his work has made a part of his 
thinking. He its a world citizen; the 
people he commonly meets at home 
are provincials. Despite all ita cost, 
the life of a missionary ts supremely 
worth while. 4 


A few weeks ago a party of South- 
etn Presbyterian missionaries satled 
fo the Congo. They were all young 
peopie, graduates of this year's 
classes. Three of them are brides. Two 
of the men had been forsaken by 
their fiancees when they made choice 
of Africa; one had been cast off by 
hie parents. None the less, only 
smiles greeted the friends gathered to 
bid them farewell, as the steamship 
bore them from America’s shores. 
They thus early were called upon to 
display the boldness of spirit which 
is a primary essential in the equip- 
ment of every missionary.

For the Cross-Continent Highway. 

HE campaign taken up so ardently the past summer 

by The Times for a transcontinental highway is 
progressing at a famous rate. A meeting was held in 
the Chamber of Commerce of Los Angeles the other 
day, attended by a number of leading business men. and 
a resolution passed pledging the people of Los Angeles 
in the sum of $100,000 for the ocean-to-ocean boulevard, 
The first suggestion was that the people of the city give 
$50,000 and that was at once amended by increasing 
the sum 100 per cent. Then came to the fore one of the 
county Supervisors suggesting the levying of a tax of 
10 cents on the $100 of valuation, which would give 
$700,000 to be spent on the great highway. Arizone is 
wide awake and ripe for the work. The counties east of 
Los Angeles to the Colorado River are ready to do their 
share, and altogether sentiment and action are both in a 
most encouraging position, promising an early under- 
taking of the great work. With the preliminary work 
already done all the way between the two oceans, it 
would not be an impossible undertaking to have this 
transcontinental highway built by the early summer 
of 1915. California could easily do her share of it, mak- 
ing a fine level road to the Colorado River. Arizona is 
a western community and not easily frightened at great 
undertakings, and would no doubt perform her part of 
the enterprise. Of course the East with its great popu- 
lation and wealth and States small in area would have 
little trouble in forging their links. What a glorious 
achievement it would 


Where Brains Are Cultivated. 

LL the schools of all types and grades by the 

Western Sea and throughout the Great Southwest 
aré opened and already running with a full head of 
steam. From all points, small and great, the reports 
| reaching us are to the effect that increase of school 
attendance is universal and great. Los Angeles city has 
an enrollment of about 70,000 pupils and of nearly 2000 
teachers. The Normal Schoo! of Los Angeles has almost 
1000 pupils in attendance, and this institution, with an 
enlarged curriculum and increased teaching force, is 
one of the greatest colleges for practical pedagogy in 
the United States. In spite of the strenuous efforts of 
the Los Angeles schoo! board during vacation there are 
not enough school rooms now to accommodate. the in- 
creased attendanee. Many classes are conducted In 
movable bungalows, and these have to be allotted to 
two classes a day, one operating in the morning and the 
other in the afternoon. So enormous was the work con- 
fronting the school board that when the pupils as- 
sembled on the morning of Monday, September 16, some 
of these temporary classrooms were not ready, and the 
po under their teachers were obliged to assemble 
in the open air upon improvised benches. 

Los Angeles County Good Roads. 

HE chairman of the Los Angeles County Good Roads 

Commission recently returned from a trip of obser- 
vation through parts of the East and of Europe. He 
finds the system of good roads for which money was 
voted some three years ago to be now nearly complete. 
By the first of January next it will be all done. And 
then outside of municipalities the whole county will be 
well furnished with proper highways. But this only 
constitutes the framework of the system we ought to 
have, and the commission urges the levying of a tax tc 


the various communities all over the county. The jn- 
spection of roadbuilding which the chairman of the 
commission was able to make at the East must have 
been to him a valuable experience and to have operated 
on his mind in the way of an inspiration. Our populous 
Eastern States have within the last five years done fine 
work in the creation of a system of proper highways. 
Europe has had these for the past fifty years in the most 
backward communities and on back to the old Roman 
days in others. 

The automobile has made good roads not merely a 
thing to desire but a necessity to have by all commu- 
nities which wish to attract either tourists or settlers. 
Bad highways are a thing of the past and in another 
generation will be extinct. 


Always Something New. 

N THE San Fernando Valley at Van Nuys a new in- 
| dustry is about to be established by a new corpora- 
tion known as the California Stock Food Company. The 
soil of the valley is of marvelous richness and particu- 
larly suited for the production of root crops, among 
these potatoes. The new industry is to consist in con- 
verting the tubers into stock food. The plant will cost 
$50,000 and have a capacity of handling sixty tons of 
potatoes a day. This for a starter. The idea is to 
furnish for cattle, fowls, pigs food as good as green 
vegetable fodder at all times all days in the year 
Dairymen are said to pay particular attention to the 
enterprise.

UPERSTITION is awfuly ingrained in hu- 
S man nature, and this is true of the modern 
person of high intellectual development as well 
as of the yndeveloped primitive man or the sav- 
age of the present day. There are of course de- 


grees in superstition, but it is there like original 


sin which, according to the Calvinistic creed, 
“persists even in the hearts of the elect.” 

There are a great many people who insist posi- 
tively, indeed vehemently, that there is not a par- 
ticle of superstition in their souls. Let the per- 
son who thinks so go away back as far as into his 
closet and when he has shut the door let him in- | 
terrogate himself in secret in this way. “Would 
you not a little bit rather see the moon over your 
right shoulder than over your left?” Now the 
preference may be exceedingly small, but if there 
is any preference there, even although it be only 
the size of the iota subscript, then there is super- 
stition in that man’s soul. 

Most of us are frankly superstitious. We ac- 
knowledge it openly, some of us rather proudly. 
When we spill sa}. we throw a pinch over our left 
shoulder, and hundreds of highly-developed in- 
telligent people will not start on a journey on Fri- 
day nor sleep in a berth of a car nor occupy a 
room in a hotel with the fateful “13” over the 
door or on the curtain. 

The 13th of September of this vear fell on a 
Friday. Awful combination of bad luck! There 
are thousands of American people, men and 
women, graduates from schools and colleges, 
members of Christian churches and leaders in 
women's clubs, who would not have set out on a 
journey on that day for any conceivable purpose. 

But that was the day Gov. Woodrow Wilson 
had set apart to start his speech-making campaign 
for the Presidency. When his attention was 
called to it, the New Jersey , savant laughed 
heartily, intimating that he was entirely con- 
scious of the day of the week and of the month 
when he selected it for the beginning of his cam- 
paign. He added that Friday was his lucky 
day and thirteen his lucky number, and the com- 
bination of the two in the date lines of his life 
had never failed to be followed by success.

We continue to thank him as frankly for 
his superstition as we would had he shown him- 
self to be so superhuman as to have no super- 
stition. We always have a profound misgiving 
for that exceedingly superior man who is supe- 
rior to our common humanity. He is gener- 
ally a Frankenstein or a faker, often a mongrel 
product of both. 

But Gov. Wilson’s stiperstition is of the op- 
timistic type and sees in everything omens of 
good luck and in nothing omens of bad luck. 
That is the essence of the Scriptural injunction 
to take no thought for the morrow. It relies 
upon: the morrow as it relied upon yesterday, 
and today, and will rely upon all future tomor- 
rows as it has relied upon all past yesterdays 
for the blessings of Providence and for the pro- 
tecting hand of the Almighty Creator who has 
promised to be with those whose affections are 
set upon Him even to the end of the world. 

We would not give a rap for the person who 
is without all superstition. We would a little 
bit prefer the man whose superstitions are pes- 
simistic to the one who is so exceedingly supe- 
rior as to think there is no luck & life, no favor - 
nor disfavor in anything that may happen or 
in any circumstance that may _ surround our 
lives. 

Give us the optimistically superstitious per- 
son every time, the person who sees in every cir- 
cumstance a stepping-stone to something better 
beyond, who if he sees a will o’ the wisp does 
not regard it as a ghost of hostile intent, but as 
a lamp sét to light his footsteps through the 
darkness of the night. -

A steer which sells on the hoof at 10 cents a 
pound must be sold by the whole carcags to the 
retail butcher at about double the price. If the 
retailer pays something like 20 cents a pound for 
the whole carcass, head, soup bones, neck and 
chuck, he_ will have to get for the choice cuts 
about twice the price by the carcass. That is, 
his fine steaks will bring about 40 cents a pound. 

The increase in population is not confined to 
the United States. For although that increase 
is larger among us than elsewhere, it is very gen- 
eral all over the world. The conclusion would 
seem to be well founded that the most inviting 
industry at the present time is farming. For al- 
though we have only concerned ourselves here 
with the relative supply and demand for meat, 
the same reasoning will apply to pretty nearly all 
other food products. And this discrepancy in 
supply and demand is not likely to be less, but 
greatet in the future. There has been a notable 
change in the condition of the farmers of the 
United States in the last sixteen years of great 
prosperity, and this amelioration of life on the 
farm is sure to be maintained and increased. 


The Profits of Coinage. 


HE United States government goes into the 
market and pays about 18 cents for a 
pound of copper, which it converts into 146 
copper cents. The government goes to an- 
other counter and buys a pound of nickel for 
about 34 cents, and of this makes ninety 5-cent 
coins. Now the government buys an ounce 
of silver at about 61 cents, and converts 
it into coin of a face value of $1.38. Bar- 
ring the cost of coinage, which is small, the net 
profits of the government are easily worked out. 
The Treasury Department informs us that in 
about thirty years the net profits on silver 
coinage amounted to $157,467,155. In the year 
1910 the profits from coining silver amounted to 
$2 468.685, a little less in 1911, but for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1912, to $4,567,823. For 
thirty-four years the net profits on the coinage 
of silver came to $166,414,336. From the year 
1872 to 1911, both inclusive, the seigniorage on 
minor coins was $38,937,936. For the past forty 
years the government is supposed to have made 
a net profit of at least $205,000,000 on the opera- 
tions of the mints in general. ( 

On the other hand, the coinage of gold in- 
volves the government in a net loss every year, 
amounting at the present time to perhaps $250,- 
000 per annum. This is why Congress author- 
izes the treasury to receive gold in the shape of 
bullion and also of foreign coins and merely 
issue certificates against them, not putting the 
metal through the process of coining. In this 
way a good deal of the net cost of coining gold 
is avoided. 

All Americans do not know that the treasury 
holds at the present time the largest stock of 
gold ever known in its history, and that this ts 
double that of any other of the greatest nations. 

According to treasury reports about a month 
ago the treasurv vaults held in gold (either bul- 
lion or coin) $1,222,169.327. Of this amount 
$150,000,000 is held against United States notes 
and treasury notes, and somewhat over $100.- 
000/000 against outstanding gold certificates.

Life Seventy Years Ago. 


By George W. Burton. 


Dickens sailed out of Liverpool bound for America, 

on the occasion of his first visit, which resulted in 
the book known as “American Notes.” The publication 
of these notes caused a good deal of bitter feeling on 
the American side of the Atlantic, and a good deal of 
self-satisfaction all through the “Right little tight little 
isle.” “The mother country” had not forgotten the two 
spankings her irate children had adfhinistered to her 
fatness in 1776 and 1812. It was a case then as now of 
“hands across the sea” but the hands of Dickens's days 
were heavily armed on the English side against the re- 
calcitrant children of the mother country. 

But I did not set out to follow this train of thought 
but one suggested by the great novelist, the description 
of the steamer in which he crossed the ocean. This 
packet steamship was supposed to make her passage 
from Liverpool to: New York in about twelve days. It 
was a supposition seldom realized. The time consumed 
in crossing what has come now to be regarded as ‘“‘the 
international ferry” then usually was about fifteen to 
twenty days. A good trim American clipper ship with 
rakish masts and graceful model in a fair wind might! 
run a successful race against the steamer of 1842. 

Dickens referred with eloquent sentences to the very 
eloquent descriptive literature put out by the steamsbip 
company to lure Britons acrogs the often storm-tossed 
Atlantic to visit the raw Yankees in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. The steamship literature would in its elo- 
quence do credit to the Los Angeles “Ad Club” of today. 
It described a stateroom spacious, luxurlous, well-ven- 
tilated, well-lighted, conducive to sleep, provocative of 
reading and meditation, and inspiring in the view of the 
blue seas presented from its windows. Its dining sa- 
loon Was presented as an affair of palatial magnificence 
and of fittings so luxurious that palaces in compariso™ 
would “pale their ineffectivve fires,” as wel) as “hide 
their diminished heads.” 

This Britannia was a side-wheeled steamer of 1200 
tons displacement. Think of the magnificence of that, 
with the lost Titanic before your eyes for purposes of 
comparison. The most eloquent descriptive matter con- 
ceivable in the fertile brain of the Los Angeles Ad Club 
would not deceive for a moment the globe-trotter of to- 
day. Without going down the day before sailing to in- 
spect the “leviathan of the deep,” alias the Britannia, 
1200 tons gross displacement, they would simply enrol!

When Dickens got to his magnificent stateroom he 
found a little box where it would be impossible not only 
to swing a cat by the tail but to swing a cat without 
a tail or even to swing the tail of the cats surviving that. 
famous fight at Kilkenny. Two persons if not built on 
the plan of the ordinary British man or woman but 
rather upon that of the modern Japanese, might crowd 
into this palatial apartment like sardines in a box and 
then turn around after painfully closing the door. A 
person of five feet six inches might stand up straight 
with some confidence, but a six-footer would need to 
rise on his feet very circumspectly. Fach occupant of 
this palatial apartment might find storage room for a 
portmanteau each, even a modern steamer trunk would 
be an impossibility. 

When Dickens first looked upon the dining saloon 
he asked an attendant if that were the breakfast room, 
and was answered in a very chesty manner by a man 
of proud mien and high stomach that it was the dining 
saloon. The Britannia carried eighty passengers and 
they found secant accommodations in this saloon, de 
scribed as putting to shame the eating apartments of 
monarchs and the banqueting halls of emperors, 

The Britannia was heated by means of a small stove 
illiberally fed with a very seant supply of coals and 
lighted with oil lamps, which appealed more fo the ol- 
factory than to the optic nerves, while the heat from 
the stove made the coldness more felt, as the lamps 
made the darkness visible. 

The lost Titanic was fitted to carry about 2500 cabin 
passengers, and still a larger number in the steerage. 
Hier tonnage was nearly forty times that of Dickens's 
packet. I am taking the Titanic as typical of Atlantic 
travel, of today, although she lies two miles below the 
surface of the ocean, because she is to be followed by 
one of similar magnificence, and the Britannia was at 
the head of her class in 1842. If we take an ordinary 
steamship of the present day, it would have a displace 
ment of about ten of the Britannia, would easily carry 
about ten times as many passengers, and added to that 
freight which would swamp about ten ships like the 
Britannia. 

So much for the comparative magnificence of the 
steamer of seventy years ago. As to the luxury of its 
fittings the comparison is still more impossible of con- 
ception. Dickens's packet was side-wheeler, and as

AN JOSE (Costa Rica.)—I have just had a talk 
S with Costa Rica's democratic President. His name 

is Don Ricardo Jimenez and he was elected two 
years ago by a majority vote of the people. This was 
80 m spite of the opposition of the administration and 
the Catholic church. However, the voters told the 
priests that they were electing a President and not a 
bishop, and they preferred Don Ricardo. The new 
President is democratic in his administration,: and | 
am told he has even subleased a part of the Presiden- 
tial mansion to private parties to increase the govern- 
ment revenues. It was in the audience-room of this 
house that he received me. The President is a man of 
good education and fine address. A lawyer by profes- 
sion, he speaks several languages, and it was in good 
American English that our conversation was carried on. 


The Government of Costa Rica. 


But first let me give you some idea of the novern- 
nent of this little republic. Costa Rica is the quietest 
and best ruled of all Central America, and its Presi- 
dents are the choice of the people and not the result 
of revolutions, as in Nicaragua, Guatemala and Hon- 
duras. The country got its independence about sev- 
enty-three years ago, and it was in 1847 that it formally 
adopted the title of the Republie of Costa Rica. It now 
has a President and Congress, each elected for a term 
of four and that only. The President cannot 
have a second consecutive term. The manner of the 
election is by an electoral college, just as is our custom 
at home. I asked President Jimenez what he thought 
of this method, He said it was a mistake and that the 
best way would be to choose the executive by the di-

rect vote of the people 

The President of Costa Rica has a little different 
form of administration than President Taft. He has a 
Cabinet, it is true, but he has also a government coun- 
cil, which eonsists of the Cabinet and such other citi- 


ble. When the canal is finished there will be a demand 
for our Pacific Coast lands and that part of Costa Rica 
will grow. 

“We expect also an increase in our traffic on the 
Caribbean side of the mountains. A competition has 
arisen as to the trade in bananas, and with two com- 
panies operating the business should greatly increase. 
The banana is, as you know, our chief money crop. 
It amounts to something like 11,000,000 bunches a year 
and sells for $4,000,000 and upward. Our exports of 
coffee are often in the neighborhood of $3,000,000 per 
annum. Coffee and bananas are our principal sources 
of. income.”

Wuring our talk the Panama Canal was referred to, 
and I asked His Excellency what effect this would have 
upon Costa Rica. He replied that it would benefit it. 
Said he: 

“It will open up some excellent lands, which we have 
not far from the coast on the western side of the moun- 
tains. There are large tracts theré which would raise 
the best of coffee, and by the canal we shall be able to 
have a cheap outlet for that crop to the markets of 
Europe. In the past we have been much hampered by 
having only one railroad. I mean that from here to 
Port Limon on the Atlantic Coast. That road has been 
controlled by the ('nited Fruit Company, whose chief 
interest is in.the shipment of bananas, and it has let 
the coffee wait knowing that it had the monopoly and 
that there was no other Way for it to get to the coast. 
We have bettered that condition by building a govern-

As to the rates for telegrams and cables, these are 
exceedingly costly. Everything is taxed, and you 
pay a fixed rate for your telegram and a tax for each 
ten words in addition. | sent a cable to Washington 
yesterday, and it cost me over 60 cents a word, and 
to this I had to add about 17 cents for each ten words 
or less as the Costa Rican tax and 59 cents more as 
the Nicaraguan tax, because my cable message passed 
through Nicaragua on its way to our capital. Indeed, 
the way things are taxed here is a sin. Everything 
pays a license, and the government itself makes all the 
alcohol.

Speaking of China, it is melancholy to be obliged to 
relate that imports of fireworks from that country have 
fallen in the last three years from over 5,000,000 pounds 
to less than one-third this quantity. It is the deadly 
work of the “safe and sane” Fourth of July movement. 
On the other hand, as a matter equally ef interest to 
children, it should be mentioned that we imported 
nearly $8,000,000 worth of toys in the last twelvemonth 
—nine-tenths of the total being from Germany. 

Few people have any notion of the enormous amount 
of salt consumed annually in the United States. Of 
course, we produce a great deal of this necessary of life, 
but last year we were obliged to import 291,339,000 
pounds of salt. 

On the other hand, of cocoa beans, for the making otf 
chocolates (most distinctly a luxury,) we purchased 
abroad no less than 138,058,000 pounds. And, in addi- 
tion, we imported 3,000,000 pounds of manufactured 
chocolate, not including confectionery. 

Importations of snails, alas' have sadly fallen off. 
Formerly we received about $5000 worth of them an- 
nually from France. Of musk we purchased more than 
$80,000 worth in the twelvemonth. It is a secretion of 
a gland of the musk deer, and comes from China and 
Tonkin. In the last decade we have imported, chiefly 
from Southern Asia, 25,000,000 pounds of certain large, 
round tree seeds which yield the strychnine of com- 
merce. One obtains from this fact a notion of the 
extent to which strychnine is used in medicine. 
Millions of Pocket Knives. 


We import a million pocketknives every month in the 
vear, and their average wholesale value, as reckoned by 
the customs authorities, is 6 cents apiece. Evidently 
somebody makes a good profit by the sale of such cut- 
lery. 

We produce a good many ostrich feathers in the Uni- 
ted States, but last year we imported $3,000,000 worth 
of them, and for these the ultimate consumers will prob- 
ably pay $12,000,000. They come from South Africa. 

American ostrich feathers are as good as any, but 
there are certain things which, although largely pro 
duced in this country, we are obliged to go abroad to 
get if we want the best quality. For example, we must 
import our graphite from Ceylon for making crucibles, 
and though we grow more hops than we consume we 
have to pay $1 a pound for hundreds of tons of Bo 
hemian hops annually to be used in the manufacture of 
certain very superior beers. 

During the last year we imported 13,500,000 linear 
feet of moving picture films. But we export eight times 
as much film of this kind as we buy abroad, the bulk 
of our output going to England, whence it is distributed 
all over the globe. The United States is now the prin- 
cipal film manufacturing country of the world, but most 
of our moving picture films goes out raw and ready for 
photographic use, whereas what we import has al- 
ready been exposed. 

Finally, in discussing the oddities of imports, one 
should not forget canaries, 300,000 of which are fetched 
from abroad annually to supply our market. Most of 
them are bred in the Harz Mountains of Germany and 
in the Tyrol, the raising of these feathered songsters 
being a household industry among the peasants, who 
rear them in their Bumble cottages. The famous toy- 
makers of the Harz eke out their incomes by breeding 
canaries, which are shipped to this country in tiny 
wooden cages, crated together by hundreds and covered 
with burlap. Every day of the long journey the burlap 
is taken off, the cages are rearranged, and the birds are 
fed and watered. 

Of other kinds of birds we import about 50,000 in a 
twelvemonth—largely parrots, which come from Mex- 
ico and South America mainly. The state of Tamau- 
lipas, in Mexico, is the home of the “double-yellowhead” 
parrots, so famous for their conversational powers, and 
which are there found in countless flocks. At the breed- 
ing season, when they make their nests in holes in the 
trees, dealers in this country send agents to buy them 


in quantities at so much a hundred. It is necessary. 


that they shall be taken as fledglings from the nests if 
they are to become good talkers. As for the parroquets 
—the cunning little green parrots-—-they come all the 
way from Australia, and, being very peaceably inclined, 
are shipped in huge boxes, often as many as 500 of them 
together. 


Missionaries in Thibet. 
PERILOUS JOURNEY OF DR. SHELTON 


WITH HIS WIFE AND BABIES. 

[Ruth Neely, in the Living Church:] Just ten years 
ago a woman clothed in rags—dirty, tanned, almost 
black by exposure and at death’s door with fatigue— 
staggered to the courtyard of the China Inland Mis- 
sion house at Ta-Chien-Lu. When strength enough 
for speech returned she told her story. It was Dr. 
Susie Carsons Rijnhart, the first woman missionary 
whoeever penetrated the wilds of Thibet and returned 
to tell the story. 

All the world knows the wonderful history of the 
woman's homeward journey of 1500 miles, unprotected 
and alone, from the interior, near the outskirts of 
Lhasa, where she buried her baby beneath a stone on 
the mountainside and where her husband was later 
captured by hostile natives and murdered. 

Since that time only one group of foreigners has 
penetrated interior Thibet. This was the band of Eng- 
lishmen who reached and invaded the sacred city un-

cuccessful ending of: that expedition Lhasa and inte- 
rior Thibet have again been closed to the outside world, 
a wonderful region whose mysteries have been guarded 
as the holy of holies and as the impenetrable sanctu- 
ary of the mysterious Fast. 

But it is not to remain so. When, in 1901, Dr. Rijn. 
hart returned to her chosen field, northwestern China, 
she took with her two missionaries of the Foreign 
Christian Missionary Society, Dr. and Mrs. A. L. Shel- 
ton. With them she established another mission in 
Ta-Chien-Lu, of which Dr. Shelto nd his wife took 
charge on the death of the camoullieeneel missionary 
a year ago. 

Later it was given over to other hands, for Dr. Shel- 
ton-and his wife resolved to emulate the example of 
the Rijnharts, and if it be in human power they in- 
tend to penetrate interior Thibet and to establish a 
Christian mission in Loasa, the very shrine of Buddha, 
where no foreigner has ever been permitted peaceably 
to enter and where none has ever dwelt. 

With their baby girls, Doris, 3 years old, and Dor- 
othy, 7, the two missionaries set out from Ta-Chien-Lu 
last fall on their arduous and dangerous journey. They 
have now arrived at Batang; about) a month's journey 
from Lhasa, whence they have sent to this country 
the most remarkable collection of Thibetan photo- 
graphs ever secured. The mission station is near the 
lamasary at Batang, which houses 3000 lamas or 
Buddhist priests, and is one of the five great monaster- 
ies of Thibet. 

The western theosophist’s cherished ideal of this 
life, pure spirit and lofty contemplation, is hardly borne 
out by the description of the Buddhish lamas, as seen 
in every-day life, by the Sheltons. To begin with, like 
all Thibetans, they are inordinately dirty. The na- 
tive of Thibet never bathes, nor is the lama an excep- 
tion to this rule. They are covered with dirt and 
grease and exude an odor of rancid butter from the 
fumes of the butter lamps that fill the temples. 

They are also infested with vermin, which they may 
not even destroy, because to kill even the humblest of 
animals is contrary to the teachings of the ‘Buddhist re- 
ligion. The wonderful learning of the Buddhist lama 
is also said to be largely a product of western imagina- 
tion: The worship consists largely in noisy incanta- 
tions in the process of-which guns are sometimes fired, 
bells ring and horns give forth deafening blasts. 

Huge bonfires are an accepted means of warding off 
the demons of famine, pestilence and war. The reli- 
gion of the Thibetan is largely a system of devil wor- 
ship, to propitiate and ward off wicked spirits. Prayer 
wheels and heaps of “mani” stones, surmounted by 
little prayer flags, are in evidence in the “wildest and 
most remote regions of the country. At one of the 
stages of his journey Dr. Shelton photographed a huge 
mound of mani stones over a mile long. Each stone 
had been deposited at some time by a passing pilgrim. 

The Thibetan woman may not be without beauty. It 
is impossible to tell, since she does not wash. Men 
and women dress much alike, in gowns of originally 
bright-colored cloth, fastened about the waist by green 
and red sashes. The bloused waist portion is always 
used as the receptacle for the tea basin, whence it is 
handily drawn forth at the constantly-recurring hos- 
pitality of tea drinking. 


Women and men wear heavy top-boots. They may 
Both sexes braid 
the hair into innumerable plaits, sometimes over 100. - 


be distinguished by the head-dress. 


In some sections the plaits are fastened together with 
bright-colored cloth or with a heavy felt band covered 
with silver ornaments, shells ard beads. A turban 
with a white fur brim and a red tassel hanging from 
the pointed crown is often worn. 


Women in the district of Lhasa wear for hair orna- 


ments a silver halo set with turquoise—a most becom- 
ing head-dress, other things being equal. The 
Thibetan damsel uses her braids in coquettish fash- 
ion, much as does our debutante her fan. If she is or 
wishes to appear confused she shakes the curtain of 
buttered locks over her face, forming a screen, through 
which she peers with artful artlessness. In some re 
gions near remote lamaseries the women are said to 
daub their faces with a greasy black cosmetic lest the 
lamas might be tempted by their beauty, a precaution 
which can hardly fail to impress the traveler as rather 
unnecessary. 

Except the great caravan route, which is so thickly 
beset with spies that to travel it without meeting a mil- 
itary company sent out to turn, the travelers back is 
impossible, the “roads” to Lhasa are narrow moun- 
tain passes, in some places only to be traversed by 


climbing single file or mounted on sure-footed yaks. 


It is through such narrow, precipitous passes that Dr. 
Shelton, his wife and little ones have so far made their 
way. If as they near Lhasa they should take the path 
traveled by Dr. Rijnhart and her husband and child 
they will pass a big boulder beneath which lie the re 
mains of a year-old baby boy, the first white child 
ever in Thibet. 

@oris and Dorothy Shelton, who have so far endured 
the journey very well, are the most remarkable pil- 
zrims in the world. They are the youngest, and if 
their parents accomplish the purpose to which they 
have consecrated their lives, Doris and Dorothy will 
one day romp and rollick in the somber shadows of 
Lhasa, the holiest city of all Asia, where the Dalai 
Lama lives in his wonderful palace, a building whose 
immensity and ornamentation b@ffle description, 
where many of the houses are literally roofed with 
gold, and where the dead are dismembered, then left 
exposed on stone slabs to be devoured by vultures or 
by the hogs that rummage in the sacred streets. —

“Numerous changes were also made in the number 
allowed each hunter in one season in Arizona, Meassa- 
chusetts, New Jersey, New Mexico, and New York. 
Arizona reduced the number of deer from three ‘o two. 
It also fixed a limit of three wild turkeys, an? daily 
bag limits of twenty-five on ducks and thirty-five on 
doves or white wings. Georgia prescribed a limit of 
three deer a season for each man, but he may bag as 
many as forty snipe, or twenty-five other species of 
game birds every day of the season. 

New Mexico increased the daily limit on wild turkeys 
from two to four and limited possession to one day's 
bag. New York reduced the season's list on wooJdcock 
from thirty-six to twenty, and the daily limit from six 
to four. It provided a limit of thirty-six imported 
pheasants a Season, with only six :-a day on Lon? 
Island. There are also limits for hares or rabits and 
squirrels, with individual and party limits for water 
fowl! and shore birds. 

“License measures were passed in five States—Ari- 
zona, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, and New Mexico. 
The first three adopted resident licenses for the first 
time. Arizona comes first, with a fee of 50 cents; Ken- 
tucky charges $1, while Georgia says the hunter must 
pay from $1 to $3. Louisiana modified her resident 
license so as to provide a 50-cent license for hunting the 
parish outside the ward of residance, and $3 for a gen- 
eral State license. In the case of non-residents, Ken- 
tucky adopted a fee of $15. Arizona followed. with a 


$25 deer license and a $10 bird license, but all foreign- 
ers must pay a fee of $100 for deer license and $25 for 
a permit to shoot birds in that State. New Mexico has 
a. uniform $10 license in place of the former $5 bird 
license, with $25 for permission to hunt big game. 
“Accidents on the hunting field are quite common, 
and the number of hunters killed during the course of 
the season is large. It is only within the last few 
years that any attempt has been made by the govern- 
ment to keep track of the fatalities. But it will be sur- 
prising to many to know the number of men who have 
been mistaken for deer and other wild game. The ‘list 
of immortals’. of the biological survey is a roster kept 
by that bureau of all hunting fatalities. After a few 
years Uncle Sam hopes to be able to deduce genera! 
principles from this information that will be of value fn 
framing life-saving Federal and State game laws.” 


Leads the World in Accidents. 


“In proportion to its population, the United States 
leads the world in the number of hunters within its 
borders,” said F. 8. Palmer, chief fatality expert of the 
bureau. “Unfortunately, however, it also leads in the 
proportion of fatal hunting accidents. There is five 
‘times more interest in game laws in this country than 
in any other country. In several of the Western States 
the hunters constitute as much as 13 per cent, of the 
population. 

“The causes of the fatalities to hunters are as varied 
as the localities in which they hunt. The greater num- 
ber, of course, come from the use of firearms. The 
actual shooting of a hunter, thinking him to be a deer 
or other game, is perhaps the second most frequent 
cause of death. The number of fatalities from. this 
cause is much increased during foggy or misty wea- 
ther. when it is difficult for hunters to see clearly, the 
ordinary hunting clothes still furthering the fllusion

most frequent cause of accidents.” Pulling the gun 
out of a boat muazie first, carelessness in going through 
brakes and brush, and in cleaning and loading all are 
fruitful causes of fatal accidents, ‘Didn't know it was 
loaded’ accidents bring sadness to many a hunting 
party, and the too free use of alcoholic liquors renders 
accidents more likely. 

“Many duck hun ers drown each year by mishaps in 
boats and in treacherous mud*and quicksand. Some 
hunters die from cold and exposure, many lose their 
way in forests or mountains, while a few are destroyed 
by ferocious game. Many cases of wounded animals, 
such as moose and elk, turning on their pursuers with 
fatal endings are recorded, and the sharp hoofs of deer 
and antelope have taken their toll of human life. 

“Perhaps the most significant fact shown by our ros- 
ter is that the percentage of hunting fatalities occur- 
ring in States where doe hunting is prohibited. amounts 
to practically nothing. I believe that the fraction of 
time caused by the delay in determining whether the 
animal is a buck saves the hunter. It stops point- 
blank firing, which in States having no ‘doe laws’ is the 
most prolific source of accidents. 

“It has been found that in the seventeen States 
where the killing of does is prohibited: there were 
only nine fatal accidents to deer hunters in the last 
four years. In the States of Maine, Michigan, New 
York, and Wisconsin, where the killing of does is not 
prohibited, in the same length of time there were thirty- 
four fatalities in deer hunting alone, nearly four times 
as Many in these four States as in all the States 
where the ‘doe laws’ are in force. Of the nine acci- 
dents mentioned there were peculiar incidents con- 
nected with each of the deaths which remove them 
from the line of ordinary hunting accidents. The case 
of the two men killed in New Jersey by the same load 
of shot is hardly a fair sample of bunting accidents 
Three of the deaths occurred in California, where the 
working of the ‘doe law’ has never been very satisfac 
tory. Another death came from drowning, the hunter 
breaking through the ice in pursuit of a wounded buck. 

“Michigan, where the largest number of fatal hunt- 
ing accidents occurred in the past, has changed her 
laws in such a way that the possibility of accident is 
much less. In this State there Was a total of thirty- 
seven hunting fatalities from all sources last year. 
The laws have been changed so that where hunters 
formerly had twenty-one days they now have twenty- 
five from the day of taking out the Neense, with the ad- 
ditional provision that an option of time’ out of any 
part of the season—a month and a half—.oay be cho- 
sen by the hunter. This will reduce the number‘ of 
hunters at any one time, and it is thought will reduce 
the number of fatal hunting accidents. 

“Of the total number of deer killed last year, offi- 
cially reported from twenty-two States, and aggregat-

Wisconsin and Vermont stand fourth and fifth, respec- 
tively, the former reporting 6000, and Vermont, which 
is one of the small States in size, losing 3690 deer in 
ten days of shooting. It is estimated that in the fifteen 
other deer-hunting States 80,000 deer were killed, 
bringing the total to nearly 150,000, while it is obvi- 
ous that thousands of the killed are-never reported. 
Estimating the total] number of deer killed at 150,000, 
and the number of hunters killed from ail causes last 
year at 175, one hunter met his death for every 870 
deer bagged during the hunting season.”

Evolution in Park-Bullding. 


A CHANGE is coming to park affairs, the ideals are 
taking a more comprehensive form, and better suited 
to the needs of the people.

Sulphur For Mildew. * 


'T’ HE best kind of sulphur is the sublimed. It has the 
finest grain and therefore has the most surface ex- 
posed from which the fumes may escape. The finer the 
rain the lighter in color will be the sulphur because 
there will be more surface exposed and the more sur- 
face there is exposed the more light will there be re- 
flected. There need not be any fear of adulterated sul- 
phur if it is. bgnght from a reliable firm; however, if 
you burn a littl## on a piece of tin and only a few black 
scales remain, you may be satisfied that it is pure. 


Remedies For Sow bugs or Woodlice. 


F THE sowbugs are injurious in a cultivated patch— 

after treating the ordinary haunts—it is best to keep 
the ground well! broken and raked to prevent clodding 
and cracking, which gives them protection. Old boards, 
cans and rubbish should not be allowed to accumulate. 
Such precautions wil} tend greatly to prevent any 
great damage or annoyance. 

In the treatment of sowbugs poisoned baits are 
standard remedies. The great fondness of sowbugs for 
potatoes long ago led to these being used, poisoned 
either with Paris green or London purple. The pota- 
toes are sliced and a thin covering of powder applied. 
Sprinkling the soil around an injured plant with Paris 
green, or dusting the same under boards and other 
haunts of the sowbugs is also very effective. 

In addition to Paris green and London purple, arse- 
nate of lead may be used. There is no danger from 
the use of any of these arsenicals, if they are not 
sprinkled or sprayed on the plants. A still cheaper 
substitute for Paris green is white arsenic, which is 
quite inexpensive; it is, however, dangerous to apply 
it to delicate plants. One or two tablespoonfuls of 
white arsenic to a bucketful of bran, sweetenedl with 
a quart of syrup or molasses and the mixture sprinkled 
about the beds will prove very effective in the control 
of these creatures.

T IS laughable to see a community making strenvu- 

ous efforts to raise a fund to purchase and ornament 
a public square when their district school yard, of equal 
dimensions, was entirely bare of trees or plants. Is 
it not strange that the only plat in a district in which 
all have «common ownership should be the barest and 
most unsightly yard in the community? No plausible 
excuse can be given for such a condition—it costs but 
little to get started right—the State University is al- 
ways ready and willing to extend a helping hand in the 
way of trees, shrubs, plants and seeds. Almost every 
one in the district can spare a plant or easily-grown 
cutting® of the hardier plants. Get started on the right 
plan and do not leave too much to the teacher, who is 
apt to be changed every year,the work must be carried 
out under the supervision of permanent residents.

The other varieties 
mentioned have especial properties which recommend 
them for various uses A very famous little grape is 
the Thompson Seedless, which was first propagated in 
the State in 1878 from cuttines secured from Rochester, 
N. Y. Many people prefer it because of the fact tbat it 
is free from seed and it is now very widely grown over 
the State 

Although the area over which grapes are grown is 
raised for table use come principally 
from the coast and interior valleys. Many varieties 
which are used for fresh shipments in one section of 
the State are more valuable for wine-making in another.

UST now the one limitation upon industrial progress 
J the lack of labor. For example, the Japanese 

rough laborers who do so much of the orchard work 
in California are demanding and getting $2.50 a day 
for a comparatively short day’s work in farm opera- 
tions. To be sure, this is an extreme price, and is 
paid because of the great rush of grape-picking which 
calls for the work of hundreds of hands. But it is 
only a little more than the usual pay received by Japa- 
nese for this kind of work, which usually runs at $2.25 
a day. 

With the wineries offering as low as $5 a ton for 
wine grapes and $10 the top price for this crop the 
profits of grape-growing are not as great per acre as 
the profits of grape-picking. Indeed, at the bottom 
price with wages running as they are there is more 
loss than profit to the grower in this crop, and even 
at the highest going price with wages as they are the 
profit is very small.- 

There is no relief in sight in this matter for a couple 
of years to come. But with the Panama Canal opened 
in direct connection with Europe we are assured of an 
abundant supply of rough labor in California. To ship 
from any port on the Mediterranean to California via 
the canal will cost no more than to New York at the 
present time. It is evident that this will give us an op- 
portunity to procyre a sufficiency of rough labor after 
the facts are made known to the people arouhd the 


Mediterranean Sea accustomed as they are to working 
in fruit orchards. 


At the corner of Ninth street and Porter avenue, in 
Los Angeles, the MacKay Fireproofing Company has just 
secured 70,000 square feet of ground at $50,000 on 
which it is purposed to erect a plant for the use of the 
company. 

These are the days when the demand for apartment- 
houses is most active. The Strathmore Apartments of 
100 rooms on Grand View avenue just below Ninth, has 
been leased with the furniture and fixtures at $60,000 
for the lease and $17,000 for the furniture. 

A lot measuring 120 by 140 feet on Main street south 
of Eleventh has teen leased for fifty years at a total 
rental of about. $1,000,000. A one-story building will 
be erected on this at once for one of the largest general 
markets infthe country, and within five years this will 
be replaced with a skyscraper. ; 

Planada, a fine new town and colony in Merced 
county, San Joaquin Valley, with all their belongings, 
has been taken over by a new corporation at an invest- 
ment of $1,000,000. 

A great apartment-house will soon be in course of 
construction on South Grand avenue on the top of the 
rise known as Bunker Hill. The lot measures 75 by 
176 feet, the building will contain 160 rooms and cost 
over $100,000. 

The Methodist Church is planning the construction, 
on Hope street south of Twenty-eighth, of one of the 
finest hospitals on the Coast. It will cost an aggregate 
of $250,000. 

The finishing touches have been put to the first of a 
group of buildings to form the Pasadena Polytechnic 
High School. This building has cost $406,000. 

The Dagmar Apartment-house on Hope street south 
of Eighth, containing 120 rooms, has been leased for 
ten years at a total rental of $119,000, ; 

Contractors are figuring on a bid for the erection of 
a new 400-ton smelter for the Shattuck-Arizona Com- 
pany at Douglas. The site embraces 250 acres adjoin- 
and Calumet works. The new 
plant is estimated to cost $400,000. 

The railroads and others who have been figurine on 
the new citrus-fruit crép estimate the total of oranges 
and lemons at 50,000 care 

At Charter'Oak a ten-acre orange grove, trees fifteen 
vears old, has been sold at $24,006. 

The Plymouth Congregational

roa and will cost $20.000. Another will be at Ninth 
and Georgia streets to cost $40,000.

A theater seating 900 
persons is nearly completed at Eighteenth and Main 
streets at a cost of $80,000. At Palos Verdes and Sixth 
streets, San Pedro, a new theater is being pushed along 
rapidly to completion.

The Effect Upon the Liver. 


HE liver is much affected by alcoholic drinks. The 


blood carries the alcohol directly to it from the 
stomach. It is at first irritated, then congested and 
inflamed. During this time it enlarges, causing ten- 


derness to the right side under the ribs and also some- 
what in front. Because of this enlargement it presses 
upon the stomach and causes an uncomfortable feeling 
if that organ contains much food. At a‘ subsequent 
Stage the liver shrinks and becomes hard. In so do- 
ing it constricts the blood vessels passing through it 
and prevents the free passage of blood from the stom- 
ach and intestines to the heart. The blood is then 
dammed back into stomach, into the large and 
Small intestines and into the pancreas and spleen. 
Hemorrhoids result and, eventually, there is dropsy, 
both of the feet and the belly; at last death results 
from a failure of the mechanism of the body to work 
in-harmony. Add to al] of this the fact that the liver 
digestion is almost destroyed as soon as the liver be 
gins to shrink. | 

You will thus see that the alcoho! on the liver alone

well known to the medicul] the evil 
results of moderate drinking are comparatively un- 
known. The mortality or death rate among moderate 
drinkers is six times as great as among total abstain- 
ers. These little nippings keep the blood vessels of 
the brain under constant tension as also other  por- 
tions of the body; but the brain being the more sensi- 
tive to these conditions, it is one of the easiest to give 
way and deteriorate, often to the extent of imbecility, 
paralysis or paresis. It also prevents the proper oxy- 
dation or burning of the tissues of the body, and in 
that way soon leads: to diminished strength, poor 
blood, and the retention of broken-down, poisonous 
substances that should be eliminated as soon as formed 

Thtre is no denying the fact that the athlete—the 
one who, under all circumstances, should be coo} 
headed—should not indulge in intoxicants. 

It is true that men have been known to ‘pursue labor- 
fous employment, mental and physical, for long hours 
continuously, and yet drank whisky, used tobacco and 
in many cases, opium, day after day and vear after 
year, and yet have lived to 80, 90 or 100 vears—and 
then some, with little or no illness: but with one such 
instance of longevity under such a regime, thousands 
perish prematurely. No rule can be based on excep- 
tional cases and no “exception proves the rule.” It 
never has and never can outside of a certain ruling in 
law; therefore the statement is as false as it is idiotic. 

We may rest assured that as applied to 
health, is the rule; inebriety, the exception. It also 
true that intemperance in any form—eating, 
drinking—-is destructive of hea!th, happiness and mor- 
als.

“Much Ado About Nothing

The Age-Limit. 


PROPOS to this is the following excerpt from the 
 eboadey page of the Los Angeles Times: 

“Some rational and scientific means should be de- 
vised for retiring army and navy officers. The pres- 
ent hard-and-fast age limit is neither rational nor sci- 
entific. Some men are 60 years young, while others 
are 40 years old. Mentally, the man of 60, if he has 
lived right and worked right—as nearly all our army 
officers have-—-is more useful than the average man of 
40. A physical test, added to a record for efficiency, 
should determine when a public servant is superannu- 
ated.” 

It strikes me that this is the only sane and sensible 
take of the situation. Thee Chicago Journal, 
commenting on the scarcity of men for officers in con- 
sequence of this ban put upon men on account of the 
number of years they have lived, says: “Over and 
over again the attention of our people is called to the 
lack of material for officers of the navy and the army. 
Every few days comes from Washington a report of ’ 
the retirement of officers who have reached the age 
limit of service. it is not to be forgotten, however, 
that a considerable proportion of these men were forced 
out of +t service by the arbitrary provisions of the 
age-limit law while in full possession of adequate physi- 
cal and mental ability to continue at their posts and 
against their own wishes.” 

Do not talk of age limit when an old soldier—a 
G.A.R. boy of 72 years—at the Fletcher Webster Post 
of Brockton, Mass., did a _ high-kicking stunt and 
touched the disk at six feet six—“just to prove,” as he 
said, “that the young fellows are not entitled to all the 
glory.”

N EMINENT physician of this city who effects 

many of his cures through careful surveillance over 
the nerves and diet of his patients, instead of filling 
their systems with peisonous drugs, has taken many 
a patient in an absolutely broken condition of health, 
and slowly built up his physical resources, where other 
physicians had given them up. 

“Before I will undertake a case,” said this doctor, “I 
exact of my patient absolute truthfulness and frank- 
ness, and also an implicit following of my instruc- 
tions. At the first serious infraction of these pledges 
between us, I am ready to relinquish the case; for if the 
patient will not co-operate with me heartily, | cannot! 
hope to perform a cure. I make this point so emphatic | 
in the beginning, that I am usually successful tn hold- 
ing my patient to his part of the bargain. 

“When a patient first comes to me with his symp- 
tims, I pay more attention to what I discover in his 
poysical appearance, his manner, his way of speaking, 
the color and quality of his skin and hair, the condition 
of his eves—-than I do to what he tells me. For I have 
discovered that he is very often inaccurate in the de- 
scription of his symptoms. It is not because he intends 
to report himself falsely. But nervousness is often the 
caus? of his imagining not only that his symptoms are 
more pronounced than they really are, but he will 
often believe certain symptoms to exist which are not 
present at all. 

“For instance, a young woman who had received 
rather a severe electric shock through a displacement 
of wires, and had broken an arm in her fall, complained 
after she’ was apparently on the road to recovery that 
she could not hear so well as formerly in one of her 
ears. Not long afterward she complained that the 
other ear was affected. When she called me up by 
‘phone, I noticed that she talked peculiarly; and she 
assured me that she could scarcely understand a word 
I said.

“It is no use to talk to me, Doctor,’ she said; ‘my 
hearing is going fast. Even the muscles of my throat 
Do you notice how peculiarly I talk?’

“Another patient came to me believing that he was 
in the preliminary stages of a paralytic stroke. His 
arm, he said, was numb, and he had no use of his 
fingers.

He picked up a glass, and shortly 
it fell with a crash from his grasp. I induced him to 
lay aside his eye-glasses; and after I had laid them on 
the desk, I knocked them intentionally so that they 
would fall, while his attention was fixed upon them. 
He immediately made a grab for them with his ascless 
hand, catching them and replacing them quite easilv, 
and comfortably. Here was another case for treatment 
of the nerve centers. The man was a nervous wreck 
from overwork and worry. In fact, his neryous system 
was absolutely starved. The trouble has been comiuz 
on for years. There were also marked symptoms of 
nephritis and cyrrhosis of the liver, together with a, 
poor secretion of the gastric juices. I immediately, 
took my patient off of a regular diet. starved him for 
a day or two, cleaning out his system with gentle laxa- 


tives. Then I put him on a dietary consisting princi- 
pally of uncooked food Finely grated carrots and 
onions, cottage cheese, specially ground grains in 


which all of the nutriment had been retained, butter- 
milk, and a little fruit, such as apple or peach, raw and 
absolutely reduced to a fine-grained pulp were included 
in the menu.

Being there to question, and not to talk, the writer 
did not remind the physician of the case of Eugene 
Christian—personally known to the writer—who, with 
his wife, lives entirely upon the uncooked dietary. And 
while both man and wife are well advanced in years, 
they have skin as soft and pink as a baby's, and every 
ear-mark of perfect health, and youthful elasticity. 

“The natural salts are found plentifully in fruits of 
all kinds; and of these I command free usage. They 
are much more pleasant eating than other uncooked 
foods. These salts are also contained in their natural 
state in cottage cheese, and buttermilk, most healthful 
additions to any dietary. 

“There is much talk, too, among hygienists about the 
necessity of certain foods which are not thoroughly di- 
gested in the stomach, but which provide waste ma- 
terial necessary to the system, in the form of the 
coarse grain of certain kinds of bread, and so on. This 
would not be necessary were it not for a sluggish intes- 
tinal habit, formed through improper feeding, so that 
the coarse material has become essential to induce per- 


i istaltic action.” 


And so, it would seem, we have gone browsing into 
pastures not Intended for our feeding, with the resutl 
that the intestinal habits have undergone many diver- 
sions from their original intentions. It is certain that 
through some cause we have developed a nervous sYs- 
tem complex to a high degree, and too often in a high 
degree creative of imaginary ills. If we made less 
concessions to it, it would make more concessions to 
us, with most beneficial results. It has been the writ- 
er’s habit to continue work through illness whenever 
possible, at the same time using some antidotal treat- 
ment, with the result that the illness disappears far 
more quickly than when everything {s thrown aside. 
and the time and mind devoted to the ailment. The 
nervous system is thus given no opportunity to work 
upon the imagination.

A Titanic Parallel. 


[American Journal of Public Health:] Before we 
quite forget the Titanic, let us consider the vast num- 
ber of other preventable deaths daily occurring, and 
as completely due to want of proper foresight on our 
part as the Titanic losses were due to want of fore 
sight and of caution in the steamship company. 

In the final estimate, the chief blame for the Titanic 
is with countries whose inadequate and {Ill-inforced 
laws invite such wholesale drowning of innocent vic- 
tims. The Titanic carried life-boats, but enough for 
only one-third of its officers, crew and passengers; 
the other two-thirds were left to drown or die in the 
cold waters of the North Atlantic. 

There is no lack of “life-boats” in other directions, 
but most of the deaths every year from tuberculosis, 
diphtheria, typhoid fever, diarrhoea and bowel trou- 
bles (naming only the most prominent diseases, all of 
which are largely preventable) come from neglect to 
use the “life-boats.” 

As with the Titanic, it was not ignorance but neglect 
which snuffed out the lives of 1500 men, women and 
children; so, in the other case, the typhic bacilli, the 
diphtheritic bacilli, the tuberculosis bacilli and vari- 
ous others in children’s diseases, all microscopic but 
none the less deadly, continue unnecessarily to gather 
their toll of lives every day. , 

The Titanic wilfully took the extremely dangerous 
northern route, in .the iceberg season, and after 
“bergs” had been sighted in the steamship lane. But 
do not many of us, knowing better, still use infected 
water, common drinking cups, unripe or contaminated 
fruits or vegetables, etc., thus heedlessly exposing 
ourselves and inviting fatal disease with our eyes 
open? 

Prompt resort to the lat®st wonder of electric sci- 


ence alone saved many lives on the Titanic. Now we 
have at hand serums, bacterins, antitoxins, etc., to 
meet and kill deadly germs and save life. But how 


few make any timely use of them. 

In 1910 official figures for a regi8tration area cover- 
ing but 58.2 per cent. of the continental United States 
showed no less than deaths | by tuberculosis. 
This would be, say, 150,000 tuberculosis deaths in the 
whole United States in a year, or more than 410 deaths 
every day. Thus in every four days there is greater 
mortality by tuberculosis in the United States than 
than by the wreck of Titanic.

But when the doctor 
should hear the facts of the case, he would either 
brutally indorse hubby, or more diplomatically mix 
her a “nerve” medicine in which hubby's proposed 
remedy were carefully concealed. 


Self-Control and Heatthy Parenthood. 


The pernicious habit we have formed is that of hu- 
mering every variety of indiscretion, taking all kinds 
of chances with health and life, knowing that in®he 
last emergency there is the family doctor to call upon. 


We feel certain that he can, in some way, make it [ 


right, and make the continuation of our indiscretions 
possible. Physicians recognize this fact. They long 
ago discovered the futility of coping with human ap- 
petite in the average man or woman. The brave ones 
who have made an attempt to tell a perso... how he 
must live in order to keep well, have usually paid for 


it by the loss of the patient, who would go to another 


doctor, who would prescribe medicine, and not talk 
hygiene. It should therefore be no matter of surprise 
that the average physician will have little to say about 
diet, deep breathing and exercise. He will do the only 
thing that is left fo him to do, and try to remedy the 
results of the indiscretion. 

If the matter were sifted down, it would be found 
that the lack of control of the appetites, in some form 
or another, is as great in the adult as in the child. It 
is not noticed because the adult is a free agent, and 
may do about as he pleases with his unfortunate body, 
since there is no one to rebuke his follies. Often he 
does not realize the extent of them until the damage 
done to his internal organs has become practically irre- 
parable. Those appetites which he does hold in re- 
straint, are so held, very often, for economic reasons, 
or fear of the penalty of the social law. This statement 
may prove something of a shock, since no one is quite 
conscious of the extent to which he is controlled by 
appetite. The evidence of it is plain in the elementive- 
ness and alimentiveness of the offspring. 

It is remarkable with what cleverness, but falsity 
of reasoning, an adult will defend the indulgence of 
some strong appetite, and often, even when convinced 
of his error, will take the chances with it until the 
fright of chronic invalidism or death stares him in the 
face. 

There is but one remedy for this subtle evil which 
undermines the physical atability of mamhood and 
womanhood: and it is a more widespread knowledge 
of the laws of hygiene. There never were, so many 
books and magazines on the subject as at present. 
There never were so many lectures to be attended, sv 
many classes in which to learn, so much earnest in- 
quiry. And yet there is not one half so much as there 
should be. In our opinion, young people who are can- 
didates for matrimony should not only be put through 
an examination to determine their fitness for parent- 
hood; but there should be an experienced hygienist, as 
well as a physician, to advise these young people ex- 
actly as to what course to pursue in order to put them- 
selves into fitting condition. Furthermore, these young 
people should be obliged to take a course in hygienic 
instruction. It is a most essential part of the education 
for parenthood. 


Pestilence’s First Assistant. 


[American Issue:] The seagon of the year is here 
when many diseases take on 4 more Virulent epidemic 
type. At such times it is especially important that 
the home and its surroundings be made as sanitary as 
possible. The body also miust be kept in the best pos- 
sible state of health and its power of resistance to dis- 
ease be kept at a maximum. The most exact, painstak- 
ing, scientific researches have clearly shown that in- 
dulgence in alcoholic liquors deleteripusiy affects all 
physical conditions and seriously injures the protective 
mechanism of the body. Thus the body is unprotected, 
not only against all summer disorders,'but against all 
infectious diseases. In every imstance, ‘alcohol compll- 
cates the treatment in cases of pheumpnia, tuberculo- 
sis, typhoid fever, cholera, bubonic plague and the 
like. If ypu want to keep in good health in summer, 
fall or at any other time, avoid alcoholic liqW®rs.

Food Value of Fish. 


{New York Tribune:] Miss Mary McCormick, in- 
structor in dietetics at Teachers College, who was 
asked to substantiate the assertion that fish is a good 
body builder, said: 

“The food value of fish is quite as great as, and for 
some people even greater than, the food value of meat 
But, of course, that statement cannot stand ungquali- 
fied; much depends upon the kind of fish and the kind 
of meat. Generally speaking, however, fish contains as 
much protein, that very important tissue former, as 
meat, and it is more easily digested, because its fibers 
are not tough and it disintegrates more rapidly. Fish 
is an especially good food for that reason for people 
of sedentary habits and for children of, say, from eight 
to twelve years old. Another advantage fish has is 
that it does not conduce to the formation of uric acid.”

The deepest sense of gratitude is due to Metchnikoff 
for his splendid discovery. There have been many mis- 
taken diagnoses of cases of poisoning by intestinal bac- 
teria up to rather recent times, and they still continue 
to some extent. Where these cases are correctly diag- 
nosed and understood, treatment by the “true Bulgarian 
bacillus” would indeed be desirable. But it is as well 
for the patient to know something of what he may do in 
order to alleviate his own case. He must, of course, 
ett it first. A sallow, yellowish color of skin 
is one of the indices; bad breath, and a heavy deposit 
upon the teeth are others.
